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Biographical Note:

William F. Jones was born March 20, 1813 in Dutchess County, New York He married
Sarah A. Steele in 1835 and they had eight children. He moved to Indiana in 1842 and
settled in Delaware County in 1852. He worked as a carpenter’s apprentice, sailor,
farmer, merchant, contractor and was director of the Fort Wayne and Southern Railroad
where he aided in the establishment of the Lafayette, Muncie and Bloomington
Railroad.

He served in the Indiana State House of Representatives in 1846-1847. He was the
Hartford City, Blackford County school commissioner and the Delaware County school
trustee, 1854-64. He was the secretary of the Muncie town board in 1855, a Muncie city
council member in 1873, and mayor of Muncie 1877-1879. He was a member of the
Delaware County Agricultural Society, Washingtonian (temperance) Society, and
directory of the Muncie city library. William F. Jones died October 27, 1890 in Muncie,
Indiana.
